The  spotlight  is  on  the  arts  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School,  which  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Education  decided  Feb.  25  would  become  the  Middle  School 
of  the  Arts  for  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.  This  means  that  the 
school  will  expand  its  current  arts  program  for  the  next  three  years.  Present 
programs,  which  include  drama,  music  and  art,  will  be  expanded  ultimately  to 
include  dance,  jazz  band,  strings,  rock  bund,  photography/video  production, 
computer  graphics,  ceramics/sculpture  and  other  offerings.

Hill  Boosters  Oppose  New  Live/Work 
Proposal,  Citing  Density  and  Parking 


Protests, 
Petitions 
Force  Hill 

Club  Closure

Community  involvement  -  and  a  peti- 
tion with  more  than  600  signatures  — 
played  a  major  role  in  the  closure  of  the 
Sahara  Club  at  444  De  Haro  Street. 
Effective  March  1,  Sahara  owner  Mufid 
Shehadeh  is  slated  to  vacate  the  premi- 
ses, which  neighbors  and  merchants  on 
the  Hill  say  have  caused  significant 
problems  over  the  past  four  years. 

Although  Shehadeh  has  downplayed 
reported  incidents  in  and  around  the 
club,  which  include  noise,  vandalism  and 
violence,  police  records  and  neighbor- 
hood complaints  have  indicated  other- 
wise. "We  had  been  putting  up  with  this 
terrible  problem,"  explained  longtime 
Hill  resident  John  Tricamo.  "There  was 
a  major  riot  Christmas  night  and  that 
riot  involved  the  use  of  44  policemen  who 
Appeared  with  fielmet*  end  ba(».  Ji 
was  a  very,  werv  violent  and  menacing 
situation." 

Fed  up  with  the  Sahara  as  well  as 
with  similar  problems  stemming  from  Le 
Club  Touche  at  300  De  Haro  St.,  Tricamo 
and  several  other  neighbors  decided  to 
take  action.  "We  laid  out  our  plan:  to 
petition  the  Police  Department  to  revoke 
the  permits,  and  over  the  next  four  weeks 
we  got  over  600  signatures  for  our 
appeal.  People  went  door  to  door,  and 
some  were  able  to  involve  the  business 
people  on  the  Hill  and  in  the  building  at 
444  De  Haro." 

The  matter  was  settled  after  the  in- 
volvement of  several  representatives  of 
the  Police  Department,  attorneys  for 
both  Shehadeh  and  the  building  manage- 
ment at  444  De  Haro,  as  well  as  Super- 
visor Tom  Ammiano,  Tricamo  is  con- 
vinced that  it  was  the  community's 
protests  that  forced  the  ouster.  "I  think 
there  is  no  question  that  this  is  why  this 
was  settled.  The  police  did  a  fair  job, 
and  the  political  establishment  downtown 
did  very  little. 

"If  people  feel  that  there  is  a  real 
problem  in  their  neighborhood,  they  must 
come  together,  organize  and  seek  to 
involve  the  political  leaders  in  our 
community.    For  this  situation  it  worked 
real  well,"  Tricamo  stressed. 

Earlier  news  reports  indicated  that 
the  Police  Department  had  moved  to 
revoke  the  permits  that  it  had  issued 
to  the  Club  Touche,  but  it  was  not 
possible  to  confirm  this  at  Potrero  View 
press  time.

The  Potrero  Hill  Boosters  and  Merchants 
Assn.  is  opposing  a  proposed  live/work 
development  at  Mariposa  and  Pennsyl- 
vania Streets,  charging  that  these  units 
have  too  high  a  density  level  based  on  the 
surrounding  structures  and  too  few  park- 
ing spaces  per  unit. 

The  Boosters'  say  their  efforts  have 
resulted  in  a  moratorium  on  all  live/ 
work  permits  currently  on  file  with  the 
City  Planning  Department  until  the 
March  6  meeting  of  the  City  Planning 
Commission. 

The  proposed  structure,  a  56  unit 
building  on  the  site  of  the  recently 
burnt-out  Fregosi  Paint  Warehouse,  is 
zoned  as  industrial,  although  the  other 
structures  on  this  block  are  zoned  as 
residential  duplexes. 

The  change  in  zoning  designation 
means  that  the  new  project  does  not 
have  to  conform  to  the  higher  standards 
of  residentiaUy-zoned  properties.  For 
example,  this  project  only  provides  31 
parking  spaces  for  56  units.  Residential- 
ly  zoned  areas  demand  one  parking  space 
for  each  unit. 

The  live/work  zoning  controls,  includ- 
ed in  the  Citv's  Master  Plan  in  September 


1991,  were  originally  designed  to  reno- 
vate old  warehouses  for  use  by  the 
City's  artists,  stressing  that  having  a 
living  unit  in  the  immediate  proximity 
to  the  artists'  work  space  would  foster 
creativity. 

This  live/work  designation  specifical- 
ly states  that  these  units  be  occupied  by 
no  more  than  four  adults,  with  no  fewer 
than  one  of  these  adults  actively  using 
the  live/work  space  for  an  artistic 
activity.  Because  of  the  popularity  of 
these  units,  however,  the  Boosters  fear 
that  this  requirement  is  unenforceable. 
In  the  project  in  question,  for  example, 
the  units  range  in  area  between  800  and 
2,000  square  feet  and  purchase  prices 
for  these  condominiums  start  at 
$320,000.  This  seems  to  be  unreason- 
ably pricey  for  most  artists. 

The  development  is  proposed  for  a 
half-acre  lot  on  which  a  structure  40 
feet  high  would  be  built.  This  places 
the  density  of  units  per  acre  at  108  units 
per  acre.  If  this  were  zoned  the  same 
as  the  surrounding  buildings,  the  limits 
per  zoning  regulations  would  be  18  units 
per  acre.  This  proposed  density  level 
is  comparable  to  such  apartment/condo 
development*  as  Golden  Gateway  and 


Bayside  Village  rather  than  a  standard 
live/work  development. 

There  is  also  no  provision  for  open 
space  as  the  developer  can  build  on  100% 
of  the  acreage,  Booster  representatives 
charge.  The  open  space  requirement 
on  this  particular  project  will  be  met 
by  the  roof,  which  towers  over  the 
existing  adjoining  residences,  and  has 
only  limited  tenant  access. 

Booster  activists  say  there  is  a  need 
for  a  buffer  zone  between  industrial- 
type  structures  and  residential  proper- 
ties; a  requirement  for  a  one-to-one 
parking  ratio  on  new  structures,  no 
matter  how  they  are  zoned;  reasonable 
density  limits  for  new  structures;  and 
open  space  requirements  that  cannot 
simply  be  met  by  roof  access. 

The  live/work  moratorium  i*  in  effect 
only  until  March  6.  The  issue  is  expect- 
ed to  be  on  the  agenda  that  day  at  the 
City  Planning  Commission,  set  for  1:30 
p.m.  in  the  Veteran'*  Building,  400  Van 
Ness  Ave.  Anyone  with  suggestions  or 
who  wishes  to  join  the  Booster's  effort* 
can  contact  President  Dick  Millet  at 
861-0345,  Vice-Pr3sident  Sandra 
Peterson  at  642-8528,  or  Babette 
Drefke,  member  of  the  Citizen's 
Advisory  Committee  at  282-5919.

Taking  the  recent  upsurge  in 
Peru  as  his  starting  point,  the  author  has 
written  a  gripping  literary  thriller,  in 
which  a  detective's  pursuit  of  a  political 
leader  expands  into  a  many-layered  tale 
of  politics  and  love.  (Film  rights:  John 
Malkovich) 

*  Duffv,  Bruce.  "Last  Comes  the  Egg." 
The  expectations  raised  by  Duffy's  first 
novel,  "The  World  as  I  Found  It,"  are 
soundly  met  in  this  coming-of-age  tale 
set  against  a  backdrop  of  a  racist  society, 
pop-culture  language,  and  the  beat  of 
the  1960s.

TEN  VFUB  AGB 


SCHOOL  CHIEF  NEARS  NEIGHBORS: 

More  than  75  parents,  teachers,  and  concerned  community  members  heard  S.F. 
School  Superintendent  Ramon  Cortines  discuss  school  problems  at  a  public  meeting 
hosted  by  Friends  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Schools  at  the  Neighborhood  House.  Items  of 
concern  were:  low  staff  morale  at  the  Middle  School,  the  low  number  of  minority 
teachers  at  the  school,  and  reports  of  asbestos*  hazards  there.  Speaking  to  the  issues, 
Cortines  outlined  his  plans  and  stated:  "I'm  not  expecting  a  miracle,  just  a  little  im- 
provement .  .  ." 

THIRD  GENERATION  AT  GROCERY: 


After  a  three-month  hiatus  for  remodeling,  Chiotras  Grocery  on  Rhode  Island  Street 
reopened  with  a  new  look  and  under  the  management  of  Tina  Chiotras-Gordon.  grand- 
daughter of  founder  Chris  Chiotras.  The  new  manager  took  over  when  her  father 
and  mother,  Pete  and  Smaro,  decided  to  retire.  The  store  opened  in  1923  "when  Rhode 
Island  Street  was  still  a  dirt  road  and  Potrero  Hill  was  considered  the  outskirts  of  the 
City."  According  to  Tina,  the  grocery  was  long  overdue  for  renovations,  few  improve- 
ments having  been  made  in  64  years.  "New  linoleum  and  one  freezer,"  said  Tina. 
"And  one  ice  box,"  added  her  mother. 

REMEMBERING  SALA  BURTON: 

View  Editor  Ruth  Passen  reminisced  about  her  schoolmate  Sala  Burton,  who  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  in  the  1930s  as  a  refugee  from  Naziism  in  Europe  and  became  a 
congresswoman  representing  the  district  that  includes  Potrero  Hill.  Sala  was  elected 
to  the  seat  held  by  her  husband  Phil  Burton  until  he  died  in  1983.  Of  their  teen  years, 
Passen  wrote  that  "Sala,  of  course,  had  already  experienced  (as  a  refugee)  more  than 
any  of  her  American  teenage  friends  ever  could.  And  this  made  her  political  very 
early  in  life."  Sala  died  in  February,  1987. 

RECOGNITION  AWARDS  TO  STUDENT: 

Twenty  Four  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  students  received  special  recognition  at  an 
awards  event  held  at  the  Nabe.  More  than  130  parents,  teachers,  administrators, 
school  board  members  and  neighbors  attended  and  heard  newly-appointed  Supervisor 
Jim  Gonzales  and  KP1X-TV  news  reporter  Barbara  Rodgers  speak  of  their  school 
experiences.  Awards  were  given  for  academic  excellence  or  improvement,  leader- 
ship, and  self  motivation.  Parents  were  also  honored,  being  asked  to  "stand  for 
applause"  because  "you  deserve  all  the  credit."

With  "seed  money"  amounting  to 
$300,000  from  the  City  assured,  "Friends 
of  Esprit  Park"  is  accelerating  efforts  to 
raise  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  the  plot 
from  its  owners.  Esprit  de  Corp. 

The  park  at  the  eastern  foot  of  Potrero 
Hill  was  built  in  1982  by  the  clothing 
manufacturer's  previous  owners.  The 
present  management  of  the  firm  has  not 
yet  made  a  decision  as  to  the  disposition 
of  the  property,  which  they  contend  is 
worth  $3.2  to  $4  million.  But  park  advo- 
cates fear  that  the  site  at  Minnesota 
Street  between  19th  and  20th  Streets 
could  wind  up  in  the  hands  of  developers 
who  would  tear  out  the  greenery. 

The  "Friends"  have  had  a  favorable 
resoonse  from  the  National  Trust  for 


Public  Land  to  their  request  for  help. 
The  Trust  does  not  donate  money  but 
offers  help  in  fund  raising  efforts  and 
publicity.  Private  foundations  are  also 
being  asked  for  help. 

"Friends"  organizer  Andrew  Detsch, 
the  landscape  architect  who  designed 
the  park,  asks  interested  citizens  to 
help  out. 

The  "Friends"  are  also  soliciting  support 
to  urge  Mayor  Willie  Brown  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  help  fund  the 
park  purchase.

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How  You  Can  Help  Stop 
The  Deluge  of  Junk  Mail 


Most  of  us  look  forward  to  the  day's 
delivery  of  mail.  After  all,  next  to  tele- 
phone, the  mail  is  probably  our  most 
common  link  to  family  and  friends. 
Bus  so  often  when  the  day's  stack  of 
mail  does  arrive,  it's  filled  with  sub- 
scription offers,  ads  that  sell  everything 
from  art  to  zoo  memberships,  sweep- 
stakes, pleas  for  money  and  other  "junk" 
mail.  Letters  from  family  and  friends 
are  often  buried  in  this  blizzard  of  bulk 
mail.  Statistically,  your  household  is 
now  more  likely  to  receive  junk  mail 
than  to  have  a  working  toilet. 

Even  worse,  a  significant  portion  of 
this  mail  doesn't  even  reach  its  intended 
recipients.  Every  year,  we  cut  down 
more  than  15  million  trees  to  produce  1.8 
billion  pounds  of  undeliverable  junk  mail. 

Unfortunately  a  very  small  percentage 
of  junk  mail  is  printed  on  recycled  paper, 
and  only  about  15  percent  of  junk  mail  is 
recycled  nationwide.  Junk  mail  uses 
up  more  of  our  dwindling  landfill  space 
than  disposable  diapers  and  polystyrene 
foam  products  combined! 

So  what  can  you  do  to  reduce  the 
burden  junk  mail  places  on  our  landfills? 
Well,  first  of  all,  you  can  ask  to  receive 
less  direct  mail.  Since  1971,  the  Direct 
Marketing  Association  (DMA)  the  trade 
association  for  direct  mailers,  has  open- 
ed a  "Mail  Preference  Service"  con- 
taining the  names  of  individuals  who  do 
not  wish  to  receive  direct  mail.  Mailers 
who  are  members  of  the  DMA  do  not 
send  mail  to  anyone  on  the  list. 

In  order  to  get  on  the  list,  send  your 
full  name  and  address  to  the  Mail  Pre- 


ference Service,  c/o  Direct  Marketing 
Association,  P.  O.  Box  9008,  Farmingdale, 
NY  11735-9008.  Your  name  will  stay  on 
this  list  for  five  calendar  years.  At  the 
end  of  that  time,  your  name  will  auto- 
matically go  off  the  list  (on  January  1) 
unless  you  write  them  again  and  ask  them 
to  include  your  name  for  an  additional 
five  years.  The  list  now  contains  the 
names  of  3.5  million  people. 

Being  on  the  list  won't  automatically 
end  all  your  direct  mail  tomorrow. 
It  takes  several  months  for  your  name 
to  work  its  way  through  the  system,  and 
not  every  mailer  uses  the  Mail  Prefer- 
ence Service.  Being  on  the  list  will, 
however,  significantly  reduce  the  volume 
of  direct  mail  you  receive. 

Secondly,  recycle  your  junk  mail. 
Although  junk  mail  is  accepted  for  recy- 
cling in  both  the  curbside  and  apart- 
ment bin  recycling  programs,  San 
Francisco  residents  recycle  less  than 
half  of  it. 

And  after  you  reduce  the  amount  of 
junk  mail  you  receive  (and  recycle  the 
rest),  there's  also  a  way  to  get  rid  of 
those  annoying  junk  phone  calls  from 
companies  who  always  call  just  as 
you're  sitting  down  to  dinner.  Just  write 
to  the  Telephoone  Preference  Service, 
c/o  Direct  Marketing  Association, 
P.  O.  Box  9014,  Farmingdale,  NY  11735- 
9014. 

Finally  here's  a  waste  tip  for  the  month. 
Ifyou  are  a  senior  citizen  or  disable, 
the  City  offers  free  pick-up  service 
for  leftover  hazardous  waste,  such  as 
paint,  peticides,  batteries,  etc.  Call 
1-800-897-3088  to  set  up  an  appointment. 


RECYCLING  HITS  RECORD  TOTAL 
LAST  YEAR  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO 


The  volume  of  recyclable  materials 
collected  through  San  Francisco's  surb- 
side  and  apartment  recycling  programs 
rose  eighteen  percent  last  year  — 
making  1996  a  record  year  for  recycling. 
Residents  recycled  more  than  111 
million  pounds  of  paper,  glass,  aluminum, 
steel  and  plastics  —  up  almost  17  million 
pounds  from  1995.  The  average  house- 
hold recycled  more  than  340  pounds  of 
recyclables. 

Citywide  participation  was  bolstered 
by  special  recycling  campaigns  in  fifteen 
neighborhood.  In  a  spring  campaign  in 
four  neighborhood,  recycling  increased  an 
average  of  twenlve  percent.  A  second 
campaign  in  the  fall  in  eleven  neighbor- 
hoods resulted  in  an  increase  of  more 
than  25  percent. 

To  reward  the  neighborhood  for  their 
increased  participation,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Recycling  Program  is  awarding 


$1 1,500  to  neighborhood  beautification 
projects,  parks  and  recreation  centers. 
In  addition,  the  building  managers  of 
eleven  apartment  buildings  received  $500 
each  for  winning  a  competition  for  the 
best  recycling  improvement  in  apart- 
ment buildings. 

Although  the  volume  of  recyclables 
was  up  significantly  in  1996,  revenue 
from  the  sale  of  recyclables  was  lower 
due  to  fluctuating  markets.  Total 
revenue  for  recyclables  was  $3,000,000. 

Residents  can  recycle  12  materials  in 
San  Francisco's  curbside  and  apartment 
recycling  programs:  Newspaper,  junk 
mail,  flattened  cardboard,  dry  food 
boxes,  magazines  and  catalogs,  paper 
bags, telephone  books,  office  paper, 
aluminum  cans  and  foil,  tin/steel  cans, 
glass  jars  and  bottles  and  #1  and  t2 
plastic  bottles.  The  curbside  and  apart- 
ment recycling  programs  are  operated  by 
Norcal  Waste  Systems,  Inc.
